REALITY. SOVIET FORCES ARE ANT HAVE BEEN ENGAGED IN THE 
BATTLE FOR KHOST FOR S£V£RAL WEEKS. A KEY QUESTION IS 
WHETHER MUJAHIDIN DEPLOYED IN THE ARE* UILL MAINTAIN
